This is a decision on the petition filed November 14, 2005, under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the above-identified application. 

The petition is dismissed. 



A non-final Office action was mailed March 13, 2002. The Office action set a shortened 
statutory period for reply of three (3) months. 

With the proper payment for a three-month extension of time, petitioner could have filed a timely 
reply as late as September 13, 2002. 

A reply was not filed by September 13, 2002. Accordingly, the above-identified application 
became abandoned as of midnight on September 1 3, 2002. 

A reply to the Office action and request for a three-month extension of time were filed on 
September 30, 2002. 

A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on September 8, 2003. 



Petitioner alleges the September reply was timely submitted. However, petitioner does not 
allege the reply was filed on or before September 13, 2002. Therefore, the reply was not timely. 

Since the $460 payment for a three-month extension of time was submitted after the application 
became abandoned, the fee is refundable. The Office has scheduled a refund of the $460.
